Hailey, US patent no. 6,664,657, teaches in a redundant power supply system, a 
method for monitoring operational power supplies and adjusting the current output of at 
least one of the plurality of power supplies based on measured operating temperature of 
power supply system. 

Layton et al., US patent no. 6,785,827, teaches in a redundant power supply 
system, a method for dynamically determining number of power supplies required to 
meet the power requirements for operation with minimum power required and/or with 
redundant power. 
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However the prior art of records do not teach or suggest, individually or in 
combination, in a redundant power supply system, a method for determining 
dynamically a temperature-adjusted number of power supply units, N, that are 
presently needed to supply power to the system.
